GOVERNOR  TED  SCHWINDEN 

TED  SCHWINDEN,  a  Democrat,  who  has  served  Montana  in  the  state 
Legislature,  as  a  department  head  and  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  was 
inaugurated  as  Governor  on  January  5,  1981.  Born  in  Wolf  Point,  Mon¬ 
tana,  on  August  31,  1925,  his  formal  education  began  in  a  rural  one-room 
school.  After  graduating  from  Wolf  Point  High  School  in  1943,  he  enlisted 
in  the  U.  S.  Army,  He  was  honorably  discharged  as  a  Staff  Sergeant  in  1946. 
Govenor  Schwinden  attended  the  Montana  School  of  Mines  in  Butte  for  a 
year  before  transferring  to  the  University  of  Montana  in  Missoula,  where  he 
received  a  B.A.  in  1949  and  an  M.A.  in  1950,  both  in  History  and  Political 
Science.  From  1950  to  1954,  he  did  post-graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Minnesota.  He  has  owned  and  operated  a  grain  farm  in  Roosevelt  County 
since  1954.  In  1958,  he  was  elected  to  the  Montana  House  of  Representatives 
from  Roosevelt  County.  He  was  named  to  the  Legislative  Council  from 
1959  to  1961  and  served  as  House  Minority  Whip  during  the  1961  session.  In 
1965,  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Montana  Grain  Growers  Association 
(MGGA),  a  position  he  held  for  two  years.  In  1968,  Schwinden  was  selected 
by  U.  S.  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  Freeman  to  represent  the  United 
States  on  a  wheat  trade  mission  to  Asia. 

In  1969,  he  was  named  by  Governor  Forrest  Anderson  as  Commissioner 
of  State  Lands.  Reappointed  by  Governor  Tom  Judge  in  1973,  he  served  un¬ 
til  April  1976,  when  he  resigned  to  become  candidate  for  Lieutenant  Gover¬ 
nor.  As  Lt.  Governor,  Schwinden  was  responsible  for  overseeing  the  state’s 
role  in  natural  resources,  agriculture  and  energy  issues.  Governor  Schwin¬ 
den  married  the  former  Jean  Christianson,  a  registerd  nurse,  in  1946.  They 
have  three  children,  Mike,  Chrys,  Dore  and  two  grandchildren,  Jordan  and 
Erin. 


LIEUTENANT  GOVERNOR  GEORGE  TURMAN 

GEORGE  TURMAN  was  born  and  raised  in  Missoula.  He  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Montana  in  1951  with  a  B.A.  in  Economics.  He 
served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  from  1951  to  1953  and  received  the  combat  infantry 
badge  as  a  result  of  his  service  during  the  Korean  War.  Turman  spent  ten 
years  with  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco  in  the  Seattle  and 
San  Francisco  offices.  During  that  time,  he  headed  various  administrative 
departments  and  participated  in  economic  research  activities.  In  1965,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Missoula  where  he  was  a  businessman  for  several  years.  Lt.  Gover¬ 
nor  Turman’s  career  as  a  public  official  began  in  1970  when  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Mayor  of  Missoula.  He  subsequently  was  elected  to  the  position, 
which  he  held  until  1972,  when  he  was  elected  to  the  Montana  House  of 
Representatives.  As  a  representative  in  the  1973-74  Legislature,  he  served  on 
the  Local  Government  and  Labor  and  Employment  Relations  Commit¬ 
tees.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Wild  and  Scenic 
Rivers.  From  1974  to  1980,  Lt.  Governor  Turman  served  as  Public  Service 
Commissioner  from  District  Five  and  was  a  member  of  the  National  As¬ 
sociation  of  Regulatory  Utility  Commissioners.

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Anaconda  in  Montana 


Fourteen  years  before  Montana  became  a  state,  the  Anaconda  Copper 
Company  had  its  inauspicious  beginning  on  a  barren  hillside  in  Butte, 
Montana. 

It  was  1875  when  an  Irish  immigrant  named  Michael  A.  Hickey  took 
out  a  claim  for  the  Anaconda  lode,  a  small  placer  mine.  It  was  rich  in 
gold,  but  richer  still  in  copper  —  a  metal  whose  future  had  not  yet  arrived. 

When  the  gold  and  silver  began  playing  out,  Hickey  sold  his  hold¬ 
ings  to  a  group  headed  by  Marcus  Daly.  This  exchange  coincided  with  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  the  telephone  and  the  electric  light,  both  of  which  required  great 
quantities  of  copper. 

Overnight,  copper  became  one  of  man’s  most  useful  and  sought-after 
minerals.  And  Butte  became  one  of  its  great  providers. 

No  place  on  earth  has  given  more  generously  of  its  native  ores  than 
Butte.  Since  that  first  shovelful  was  removed  from  the  Butte  hillside  more 
than  a  century  ago,  the  Mining  City  has  contributed  in  excess  of  20  billion 
pounds  of  copper  to  the  economies  of  the  nation  and  the  world.  This  is  in 
addition  to  great  amounts  of  zinc,  manganese,  lead,  silver  and  gold. 

While  other  mining  camps  have  come  and  gone  during  this  period, 
Butte  has  maintained  its  great  production  record  —  and  an  imposing 
number  of  riches  still  lie  buried  beneath  the  city’s  slopes. 

Production  continues  today  in  Butte  at  the  Berkeley  Pit  and  the  Kel¬ 
ley  underground  block-caving  projects,  the  latter  an  experimental  pro¬ 
gram  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  resuming  underground  mining  on  a 
fulltime  basis. 

As  the  Berkeley  open  pit  mine  expands  to  the  east,  Anaconda  will 
begin  to  recover,  in  addition  to  copper,  the  molybdenum  which  is  available 
in  the  area.  And  apart  from  Butte,  Anaconda  is  developing  an  under¬ 
ground  mine  in  the  Stillwater  District  for  the  recovery  of  platinum,  pal¬ 
ladium,  chrome  and  nickel. 

Over  the  years,  Anaconda  has  contributed  millions  ol  dollars  to  the 
economy  of  Montana,  directly  and  indirectly,  through  taxes  and  royalty 
payments;  and  Anaconda’s  employees  have  provided  additional  millions 
on  taxes  paid  from  salaries  and  wages. 
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With  Butte  mining  operations  forecast  to  extend  beyond  the  year  2000, 
the  Anaconda  Copper  Company  will  continue  to  be  a  vital  presence  in 
the  future  of  Montana. 
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
